David E. Flynn, who was a candidate 
last year for Ihe board of aldermen 
from the fifth ward. Mayor Doyle may 
not be a candidate for re-election and 
efforts are being made to Induce City 
Solicitor Jeremiah A. Sullivan to run. 


All tbe present members of the bonrd 


of aldermen will be candidates for re- 
election. In the first word, Alderman 
Hanley will be opposed by Jonathan 
Asher, Jr., who ran against him last 
year, and possibly there may be others. 
In the second wanl no one has as yet 
appeared against Alderman Kirby, but 
there will probably be a nomination be- 
fore the closing date. In the third 
ward, Alderman John J. Peckham and 
former Alderman Frank J. Hughes will 
have a strenuous fight, probably in a 
clear field which will be dilterent from 
last year when there were four candi- 
dates. 


In the fourth ward, Karl Bostcl will 


probably oppose Alderman Leddy, who 
was elected last year without opposi- 
tion. In the fifth ward there is gener- 
ally a free-for-all with many candidates 
in the field, but how many there will be 
thisyear in addition to Alderman Mc- 
Leiah cannot be foretold. 


The retiring members of the school 


committee are Dr. Christopher F. Bar- 
leer, Henry C. Stevens, Jr., William W. 
Covell and Thomas B. Congdon. All 
"sill probably' be candidates for re-elec- 
tion and there are likely to be others in 
the field.

Architect IJ. lluimnclt Scabury, of 


Springfield, Muss., who drew tho pre- 
liminary sketches for the proposed ad- 
dition to tho Rogers High School, caino 
to Newjiort on Wednesday and mtt 
with the school committee that evening 
to go over tho plain in detail und revise 
the estimates of cost preliminary to 
submitting a proposition to tho repre- 
sentative council. 
Mr. Seabury in- 


formed the coiinnltteu that on account 
of increase of costs witliin the last few 
months, tho estimates for the building 
would have to bo increased about 20 
per cent. 
lie thought that $300,000 


would be a .fair csllmutu for tho build- 
ing and believed that it could be built 
for that sum. It would bo jiosslblo to 
reduce the cost by some.$25,000 by cut- 
ting out somo of Die rooms, but this 
'lid not appeal to the committee at all, 
U4 thuro would be no provision for 
natural growth of the school. 


There was considerable discussion of 


tho cost of land and furnishings which 
must be added to tho estimate; for the 
building.

000 would cover it.

Whether a man is a Republican or a

The state returning board is still at 


work counting the ballots cast nearly 
two weeks ago. 
When it takes so long 


to get the official figures in a little state 
like this is it any wonder that in the 
great western states where the vote is 
close that the returns come in slow. 
The chief interest in this state just now 
is the election of a state senator from 
the city of Providence. 
As the work of 


counting progresses, first the Demo- 
cratic candidate is ahead and then the 
Republican. 
The latest report from 


the Board is that Jepherson, the Re- 
publican candidate, is leading Troy, his 
Democratic opponent, by 105 votes. 


It is said that there are to be numer- 


ous changes in the President's Cabinet 
after March 4, but these reports appear 
to be only rumors to suit the wishes of 
different people or newspapers. For 
instance the Providence Journal says it 
is "able to say on the highest authority 
that Josephns Daniels, Secretary of the 
Navy, will not be a member of Presi- 
dent Wilson's" next Cabinet." On the 
other hand the New York Times of the 
same date ssyi "Daniels' position is se- 
cure." Of all'the members in the Cab- 
inet the President wants Daniels to re- 
main. The chances are that Daniels 
will continue to run the navy. He is to 
our certain knowledge making his plans 
to be in Newport next June, at which 
time the entire Atlantic fleet is expect- 
ed to be here and the summer manoeu- 
vres begun. Secretary Redfield denies 
the reports of Cabinet changes. The 
probabilities are that Wilson's next 
Cabinet will be made up of practically 
the same men as are in the present Cab- 
inet,notwithstanding the rumors to the 
contrary. 


Woodrow Wilson is re-elected Presi- 


dent for another four years. But how! 
Through treachery to the Republican 
party by the progressives in California, 
Washington, Kansas, and some other 
of the far Western States, who be- 
lieved tli&tbv tie defeat of Hughes 
this time they could make Roosevelt 
the logical candidate in 1920.

ing thodamagodono by clothes moths," 
according to these government experts. 
"To maintain the integrity of woolens 
or other materials which they are 
likely to attack," they say, "demands 
constant vigilance, with fiequent in- 
section and treatment. 
In general, 


they arc likely to ailed injuriously only 
articles which are put away and leu 
undisturbed for some little time. Arti- 
cle] which arc in daily or weekly use, 
and apartments frequently aired and 
swept, or used as living room), are not 
apt to be seriously affected. Carpets 
under those conditions are rarely at- 
tacked. 


"Agitation, such as beating, shaking 


or brushing and exposure to air ami 
sunlight, arc old remedies and still 
among the best at command. Various 
repellents, such as tobacco, camphor, 
naphthaline cones or balls, and cedar 
chips or sprigs, have a certain value if 
the garments are not already stocked 
with eggs or larvae. Tho odord of 
these repellents are so disagreeable to 
the parent moth that they arc not likely 
to come to deposit their eggs na long as' 
tho cdor is strong. As the odor weak- 
ens the protection decreases, and if Ihe 
eggs or larvae are already present, Iheso 
odors have no effect on their develop- 
ment, while if the moths are inclosed 
with the stored material to be protected 
by these repellents, so that they can- 
not escape, they will of necessity de- 
posit their eggs, and tho destructive 
work of the larvae will be little, If at 
all, restricted. 
After woolens have 


been given a vigorous and thorough 
treatment and aired and exposed to sun- 
light, however, it is of some advantage 
in packing them away to inclose with 
them any of the repellents mentioned." 


The bulletin which is sent free, gives 


further directions for effective methods 
of protecting clothes, giving details as 
to different methods of packing and 
wrapping so as to secure sufficient pro- 
tection.

A DARING DUELIST 


"Flflhtinp Bob" Stockton Both a 


Quaker and a Fire Eater. 


WAS THE PRIDE OF OUR NAVY. 


H« Could Qlvt D'Art.gnin Points en 


Qtttlng In and Out of Hows and 
One* Challsnged Ten CipUlns of a 
British Rsglmsnt <o Mortnl Combnt. 


The llfo of Hoberl Held Stockton Is 


full of adventure nnd of remarkable 
•lylollu. He was a (Juakcr, and yet 
h« was ono of the greatest lighting 
tneu In. tho American imvy. 


Wbllo tho young American naval of- 


ficer was still In the enrly twenties ho 
found himself with no iess tlmn ten 
duels on his h:inds. 
.Stockton had 


nerved with distinction In the war of 
1S12, mi,| when the rulers of the l!»r- 
bary stales Uvnino iroublesome a 
Bhorl time theiviifler he a.vonipaiiletl 
tho Eijuadruii to the Mediterranean ami 
was one of the most active of lho of- 
ficers In lidding the sea of the pirates. 


In thon" days the American nnvy 


wss prai-ll'-ally n stranger In European 
ports, and the Hrlllsh, smaitli'i; under 
the defeats of the war of IS1L'. were 
very unfriendly lownrd Americans. On 
one occasion the Krle, upon which ves- 
sel Stockton was nn olllcer, dropped 
anchor In the bay of Naples. An Ital- 
ian came aboard for n Job and showed 
B recommendation given htm by an 
American nnval ollleer bcnentli which 
a British uillcer hnd wTltten a con- 
temptuous epithet. 


Stockton was furious when he read 


what the Hrltlsh ofllccr had written. 
Learning the ofllccr was aboard one of 
tho llrltlsh men-of-war In the bay, 
Stockton tent him a challenge. 
The 


Englishman seemed disinclined to (Ighl 
except at long range with pistols, hut a 
duel was ilnnlly arranged. 


Stockton shot the English oltlcer In 


the leg. 
The Britisher dropped, yell- 


Ing: "I'm hit! I'm hit! Are you sat- 
isfied:-" 
Stockton Kiln ho was not. 


but finally ncnced to let tho matter 
drop If the lirltlsher showed proper 
courtesy to all Americans thereafter. 


From Naples the Krle sailed for (lib. 


raltnr. The otlleers of the lirltlsh regi- 
ment stationed there were dill angry 
at the memory of the var of ISl'J and 
made llfo unpleasant for the youni; 
American. Stockton was not the sort 
of man to take their Insults calmly. 
The u]>sliot was that he rashly agreed 
to right a duel with each of the resl- 
ment's ten captains. Tlie chances of 
his returning home looked very small. 


Yet he fought several of the duels, 


wounding his adversaries, and escaped 
practically 
unhurt. 
The 
series -of 


OgQts came to an end In a sensation- 
al fashion before nil ten of the cap- 
tains bad met him. In one encounter 
Stockton hsd just wounded his oppo- 
nent severely when a guard of British 
cavalrymen swooped down upon him 
and placed him under «rrest- 
Stock- 


ton Drenched himself free, sprang at 
one of his mounted captors, tore the 
man from the saddle, vaulted on to the 
riderless horse's back and galloped 
awty to but ship, outstripping h!« pur- 
suers and gaining the Erie In safety. 
' Stottton. feeling that he had been 
deceived by tbe British officers and 
that their conduct in arranging for 
his arrest was contemptible, branded 
them as a lot of knaves. Meanwhile 
Stocklon was (he Idol of the squadron, 
and when he returned to New York 
In 1S2I ho was "Fighting Bob" to tbe 
whole country. 


Stockton's next mission was to take 


charge of the American Colonization 
society's eipedltlon to found a negro 
colony on the west coast of Africa. 
By rare diplomacy he secured and set- 
tled the African territory that later 
became the Republic of Liberia. Once, 
•while In Liberia, he held a whole hos- 
tile tribe at bay single handed by level- 
ing a pistol at their kin?. Upon his 
return, there being no work for him 
In the navy, be retired and for twelve 
yesrs he was a successful financier and 
promoter. 


In 1S3S Stockton went back to the sea. 


He devoted himself to Introducing Into 
our fleet the use of steam vessels In 
place of the old fashloced sailing ships 
and was thus In a tvgy the father of 
the present mighty battleship and 
criilser. 
Tjiter be was made com- 


mander in chief of the squadron In the 
proposed attack on California, and in 
a short time he w-on for himself tbe 
title of "(Vniiteror of California.'" In 
honor of his achievements Stockton. 
Cal., and Stockton street In San Fran- 
Cisco be*nr tho coniueror's name- 


Stockton died In IStW. having com- 


bined during his carcer of soldier of 
fortune the vocation of duelist, sea 
Schter. role-nlzer. territorial conqueror, 
financier nr.d statesman.—riiilaiie'phia 
Press.

In truth, the testi- 
mony of the commanders of these pa- 
trol ships Is thai Ihe only safe way to 
navigate regions of icebergs la to stop 
during thick weather and to ran very 
ilowly on dark nights. 


The outstanding fact, therefore, with 


tegard to this ice patrol eervlce Is that 
ft Is markedly effective in lessening 
the danger to ships traversing the Ice 
cone by the warnings which It sends 
oat from day to day. which enable 
passing vessels to give a wide berth 
to tbese obitnictionj.

RIVERS IN FLOOD TIMES. 


Why the Water In lh« Center le High- 


er Than Near the Banks. 


Why swiftly flowing rivers ore hlgli> 


er at tho center than near the banks 
IB Ihus explained In a bullclln of the 
United Stale's geological survey: 


"The elevation of tho center of n 


Blream above Its rnnrglns during a 
flood 19 generally the result of tho 
roughness of its bed. Bowlders, sand 
waves and riffles nnd even nand grains 
turn parts of tho current that Btriko 
against them outward from the banks 
and upward from tho bottom of the 
channel. 
The particles directly de- 


flected by the obstacles may move but 
a short distance In that direction, but 
their energy Is trensmitlcd to other 
particles and by them to still others, 
netting up a system of forces that act 
toward the upper mlddlo part of tho 
stream. 


"All forces acting In a liquid cause 


motion until friction completely wnslca 
tho energy Involved. Therefore these 
forces cause movements In theslream'n 
mass lhat converge toward the upper 
cenlrnl part of tbe cross section. This 
causes the center of the stream to 
rise above the margins until hydraulic 
head balances the deflected forces. 


"The height to which the center of 


a stream may rise above Its margin 
depends 
upon 
Hie size, slmpe and 


roughness of the channel nnd ths vc- 
loclly of the current. It Is greater In 
relatively deep nnd narrow streiims and 
In rough than In smooth channels."

John 1'niil Jones In the summer of 


1778 
captured near the Kngllih coast 


tho IlrlllKb twenty gun warship Drake, 
of superior build to his vessel, the 
Hanger, .mil carried It Into Ilrest with 
1HO prisoners. 
n<! had already won 


ronown In America, and as a result of 
this victory ho was placed In command 
of the ship Duns, furnished by the. 
French .government In recognition of 
his valor. Jtines changed the name of 
the ship In Konhonfiue Itlchiird and 
In August, 1779, sailed with a squad- 
ron of live vesseh, three American 
and two French, for Ihe coast of Scot- 
land, creating even 
grenler alarm 


among the Inhabitants than he hai! 
done on u previous raid. 


When on" Flanilwrough, Jones fell In 


wltli a fleet -if forty-one llrlllsh mer- 
chantmen reluming from the Daillc 
and convoyed by two iwwerful meii- 
of-war-thc 
Serupls, carrying 
forty 


'gum, and tho Countess of Scarbor- 
ough, wilh twenty gun«. On tho even- 
ing of Sept. 23, 1770, Jones engaged 
tho Herapts In battle, and after three 
hourn of desperate flghlliiK, during 
which the two shlpi were tallied to- 
gether, the Serapls surrendered. The 
IJonhoniinc Hlchard, however, was so 
badly damagged that It sank two day* 
later, the crew In the niea'nllme being 
transferred to the BeraplH. 


For thU victory, his most famous 


eipjoll, Jones, upon his arrival in Par- 
is, was presented by I/mls XVI. with 
a gold mounted sword anil was deco- 
rated with the cross of tho Order of 
Military Merit. 
Upon his return to 


America, In 1781, congress voted him 
a gold meilal, passed a resolution com- 
mending bin "zcul, prudence and in- 
trepidity," assigned him to the com- 
mand of n ship of the line then build- 
ing and proposed to create for him the 
rank of rear admiral. He also received 
a complimentary letter from General 
Washington.

The estate next this, llic house which 


recedes from the street some 100 feet, 
with a fine lawn in front, open to the 
street, was, when 1 first remember it, 
th'o residence of Mr. William Vernon 
who was regarded as a very wealthy 
man. 
It was then the most showy nrv.1 


pretentious residence in Newport. Mr. 
Vemon's family remained hero for 
quite a long time. They • used to ride 
very much in A two horse carriage 
driven by the most stately coachman 
ever seen here, namely Perry Brown 
who died not many years ago, a colored 
man of very remarkable appearance 
who preserved his proud air and man- 
ner to extreme old age. 
So my youth- 


ful imagination was more impressed 
with the magnificence of Mr. Vernon's 
turnout, than with any one I have seen 
since anything of that kind was ex- 
tremely rare at that day. 


Mr. Vemon remained heie for some 


years until the completion of his house 
at the Mile Corner, late Mr. Thomas 
Hunter's, 
now

Rowland 
N. 


Hazard'?, when Mr. Vernon removed 
to it, and lived there for many year?. 


After Mr. Vernon had left the house, 


which long before the Hcvolution was 
the very oleganl mansion of Jnhlccl 
Brenton, it WAS nott<i as the residence 
of Walter ChanniriK, the junior member 
of the firm of Gibbs and Lhanninp, and 
uncle of the famous Dr. William Ellery 
Channmg. 
In this house (the Brenton 


House) Mrs. Benjamin Almy kept a 
famous boarding house in which she 
had the honor of entertaining General 
Washington on one of his visits to New- 
port. Mrs. Almy is somewhat cele- 
brated as the writer of a very intelli- 
gent and interesting diary during the 
siege of Newport in 177S, her husband 
then serving in the American lines of 
besiegers. 


Afterwards, it was once occupied by 


Mr. Phinney, the father of our fellow 
townsman Theodore Phinney, Esq. At 
this time,.it was known as the Chan- 
Em? house. After this, it passed into 
the hands of Mr. Adam S. Coc. and 
was fitted up and enlarged for the pur- 
pose of a young ladies' seminary which 
was established in it by Mr. Coe's 
daughters. At a more recent time, it 
has had different tenants, but has been 
chiefly utilized as an office, and, some- 
times, as » residence for the officers of 
the U. S. Engineer Corps. It still pre- 
sents possibilities for being converted 
into an elegant residence, but thatperiod 
of its existence seems to have been left 
far behind, and probably its future des- 
tinies will be determined by economical 
considerations atone. 


It is, at present, simply a "Memento 


More," one of the very f«w memorials 
of Newport's palmiest days. 


The estate next adjoining the Chan- 


ning estate on the feouth was owned 
and occupied by Mr. Nicholas Geoffrey 
who earned on an extensive and verv 
successful jewelry and goldsmith baa- 
ness there. He lived in the house until 
soon after my first knowledge when 
Mr. Geoffrey met with busmen re- 
verses, and my first definite recollection 
of it is the stock in trade being closed 
out under the directicn of Mr. George 
W. CoJe, who had been his confidential 
clerk for a very long time. After this, 
Mr. Cole went into the grocery trade in 
the brick banding now the first National 
Bank, sa I have already explained, and 
Mr. Geoffrey never did any business 
after, as 1 believe, and, being then a 
very old man, he died not very long 
subsequently. 


Mr. Geoffrey was » quaint looking 


old Frenchman of many salient angles, 
and very foil of waggery whirji was 
made very prominent and attractive by 
a French brogue or patois of great rich- 
ness, and many of his queer expressions 
and peculiar actions were remembered 
and recounted by those of his contem- 
poraries, who had a relish and appre- 
ciation for trails of originality and 
humour. 


After Mr. 
Geoffrey's 
retirement, 


the store became the tobacconist shop 
of Samuel and Charles Lawtcn. 
After 


some years, it passed into the Unancy 
of French and Draper, Straw-bonnet 
manufacturers, and then, I think, Mr. 
Ira French, for a length of time, con- 
tinned in the same line and in the same 
place. It later was the tin plate and 
sheet iron establishment of Goddard 
and Barlow, who, 1 think, still conduct 
a shop in its rear, the front beir.g a 
imillintry store. 


I have no knowledge of the history of 


.this estate, except that there is reason 
f Jr the belief that it was originally a 
cart of the estate of Jahleel Bremen, 
like the Ailman estate on the North.

at 143 Thames St,, established by S.
